ivian Firlein graduated with 
\ } an English degree and ended 
up carrying a gun as one of 
the first woman traffic officers for 
the California Highway Patrol. 

So how did this mother of four go 
from Oscar Wilde to the wild life? 

The answer is simple: “I was 
looking for a full-time job,” Firlein, 
45, said. “I wanted a job with 
medical berefits; I had two kids to 
support.” 

After graduating from UCLA in 
1968 with a master’s of arts degree 
in English she found jobs in the 
teaching field few and far between. 

So after some thought and a talk 
with a recruiter at a job fair, the 
Rancho Cucamonga resident said, 
“I’m in pretty good physical shape, 
how about the Highway Patrol.” 

In 1974, she was among 23 women 
to graduate from the first women 
traffic officer’s program. 

“We had to overcome a lot of 
resistance form the establishment (of 
uniformed officers), she said. 
“There was a real felling of having 
to prove yourself.” 

She added time and presence has 
done away, for the most part, with 
the gender prejudice in the Highway 
Patrol. 

‘“‘We’ve had some successes,” she 
said. ‘The sex issue is no longer a 
big thing.”’ 

Firlein has gone from traffic patrol 
to working as the public information 
officer for the Highway Patrol’s 
Ontario office, which patrols the 
entire Inland Valley. 

Along with acting as a liaison 
between the Highway Patrol and the 
media, she works with area schools 
and service organizations to raise 
public awareness of the dangers of 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol and other traffic safety 
issues. 

She said she believes that law 
enforcement is an ideal job for any 
person interested in helping others. 

“You have to throw away all your 

re-conceived notions of what it’s 
ike to be a cop,” she said. “It can be 
very rewarding.”

Determining whether seeds exposed 
to outer space grow into teen-age mu- 
tant ninja tomatoes is the goal of some 
Rancho Cucamonga teen-agers. 

Etiwanda High School students are 
taking part in a nationwide study to 
determine the effects of long-term space 
exposure on tomato seeds. 

The experiments are part of a pro- 
gram coordinated by the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration’s 
Educational Affairs Division, Etiwanda 
biology teacher Beverly Kuck said. 

Students’ experiments are going 
along as scheduled, despite the possibil-

ty that the tomatoes might produce 
ary fruit, Tim Ritter, biology teacher 
said. 

NASA officials earlier this month 
were quick to calm fears and downplay 
published statements that the tomato 
seeds could present any dangers to 
humans. 

“Were not growing them for con- 
sumption,” Ritter said. “This experi- 
ment gives the kids a chance to be 
involved with something unique.” 

Students at Etiwanda High School 
said they were not overly concerned 
with the possibility of the plants being 
dangerous.

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Fontana High student 
makes Junior Olympic 
competition in luge

March 31, 1990 will be a date Fon- 
tana High School student Tammy 
Smith will never forget. 


It was the date that she was honored 
by the city of Fontana and was in- 
formed she had made the United States 
Junior Olympic Luge Team. 


“I was ecstatic when I found out. I 
cried. I never expected to make the 
team. I was really surprised,” Smith, 
18, said. 

Smith said she was surprised to find 


out she had made the team and win the 
city’s Breakfast of Champions Award, 


sponsored by the Fontana Chamber of 


Commerce. She was honored along with 
10 other recipients for their outstand- 
ing achievements during 1989 and re- 
ceived proclamations from Mayor Nat 
Simon, San Bernardino County Board 
of Supervisor Jon Mikels and Assembly- 
man Jerry Eaves. 

Smith received an individual athletic 
achievement award for her luge per- 
formances this year. Smith already has 
received three gold medal awards in 
luge competitions in New York this 


year and came in sixth place in nation- 
als. 


When Smith returned home from the 
awards ceremony, she recieved a letter 
in the mail from the U.S. Luge Associa- 
tion announcing she had made the 
Junior Olympic Team. Smith now will 
spend her summer training in Canada 
and will spend six weeks in Europe 
com ting in several competitions in- 
cluding the Junior World Cup Races 
next winter. 


Smith said the community has donat- 
ed $6,000 in the last two years to help 
her fly to Canada and New York to 
compete and train since the only two 
luge courses in North America are in 
Lake Placid, N.Y., and Calgary, Alber- 
ta, Canada. However, her making the 
team means the U.S. Luge Association 
will pay most of her expenses outside 
the United States. 


Smith, who wants to become a physi- 


cal therapist, said she would like to 
compete in the 1994 Winter Olympics, 
depending on how quickly she trains. If 
Smith does well in the junior competi- 
tions, she could advance to the Senior 
Olympic Team next year. 


“It takes a long time to get ready. It’s, 






shouldn’t be too bad.” 

More than 300 students are involved 
with the experiments, Kuck said. Stu- 
dents are recording the growth patterns 
between the tomato seeds from space 
and those not exposed to the outer 
limits. : 

Kevin Hunting, 16, said he had not 
seen much difference between the two 
groups. 

“Some of the space seeds do not seem 
to have as strong a structure as the 
earth seeds,” Hunting said. “Otherwise 
they have germinated fine.” 

Hunting said he enjoyed the chance 
to take part in something in today’s 
headlines.

Joan Crawford casts a suspicious 
eye on you from one corner while Judy 
Garland flashes an innocent smile 
from another.

“Barefoot in the Park” is sched- 
uled to run for six weekends, Thurs- 
day through Saturday at 8 p.m., 
beginning today. ¢

“Theater is not something you 
make money in. Community theater 
especially is something you do because 
you love it. We love it,” he said.

That’s not that unusual 
but seeing a busload of what 
appeared to be Japanese 
businessmen in suits, many 
with cameras hanging around 
their necks, piling out of the 
bus and heading straight for 
the store was. 

I would have stopped and 
asked about it then, but I had 
a cart full of frozen foods and 
meat. I headed home. But I 
kept thinking about it and 
decided to investigate. I found 
out it’s not really that 
strange. 

‘We're asked from time to 
time to conduct tours of our 
stores. We don’t encourage 
them because they can cause a 
disruption of our normal flow 
of business and we don’t want 
to inconvenience our 
customers,” said Vickie 
Sanders, spokeswoman for 
Vons grocery stores, of the E] 
Monte public relations office. 

The Japanese particularly 
are fond of visiting the stores, 
she said, but so are the 
Germans and Swedes.

ago I got a call from the FBI 
saying that a minister from 
Red China, he was the 
equivalent of our attorney 
general, would be visiting 
Southern California and that 
he had two requests.

The 
Japanese are first and 
foremost business people and 
they are fascinated that 
American stores allow so 
much space for a market. 
They’re also fascinated that 
we have such wide aisles. 
They think that’s a waste of 
space. They also are interested 
that a person can buy a basket 
or a Pyrex dish or ready made 
food in a grocery store,” she 
said. 


Now although I saw the 
tour group at the Mountain 
Avenue Pavilions it doesn’t 
necessarily mean it’s a special 
store. Sanders said usually : 
tours are conducted at 
whatever store is closest to 
where the group is visiting or 
staying. 

“We’re very proud of our 
stores and are happy to show 
them off, but our business 
remains to serve our 
customers. I guess, though, 
you could call it one of the 
newest tourist phenomenas. 
It’s just one of those things,” 
the spokeswoman said.

When it comes to being a 
veterinarian, Ken Tudor is the 
cat’s pajamas. 

As the owner of Archibald 
Cat Hospital in Rancho Cuca- 
monga, Tudor said he owns 
the only ‘“‘all-cats” veterinari- 
an hospital in the Inland Val- 
ley. 

Everything at the hospital 
is geared toward the feline. 
Tudor offers smaller examin- 
ing and operating rooms, as 
well as selling cat diet and 
skin care products. 

Tudor opened the hospital 
six months ago and has been 
working to establish a client 
base by highlighting the spe- 
cial needs of cats. 

“What we’ve found is that 
cats have a high susceptibility 
to stress,” Tudor said. 

Tudor said a cat’s recovery 
time is lessened since no dogs 
are present to cause the ani- 
mals undue stress. 

Before opening the hospital 
in Rancho Cucamonga, Tudor, 
a veterinarian for seven years, 
operated an animal practice in 
Northern California. 

“This kind of specialization 
has taken place for the last 10 
years,” Tudor said. “It is a 
realization that you can’t be 
all things to all people.” 

The cats-only facility gives 
Tudor more opportunity to 
study diseases unique to cats, 
he said. 

He added that he is inter- 
ested in the research currently 
being conducted about Feline 


Felines focus on only veterinary 
hospital geared for cats locally 


Immunodeficiency Virus (FIV) 
and how it relates to the study 
of AIDS research. 

Dental problems, lower uri- 
nary tract infections and fe- 
line leukemia are some of the 
afflictions cats are susceptible 
to Tudor said. 

“Because cats are very in- 
troverted, people think they 
maintain themselves,” Tudor 
said. “It takes a lot of pain 
before a cat will limp.”

While some charites hold tele- 
thons and benefit concerts, the 
March of Dimes has found walk- 
ing a smoother road. 

April marks the 20th year

This year’s walk-a-thons in 
the Inland Valley will be held 
Saturday at Red Hill Communi- 
ty Park in Rancho Cucamonga 
and at Bonelli Regional Park in 
San Dimas. 

More than 2,000 walkers are 
expected at each location bring- 
ing in $242,000 dollars for the 
one day event, Vincent said. 

Carolyn Schroth, chairwoman 
for the San Gabriel Valley steer- 
ing committee, said she became 
involved with the March of 
Dimes through her brother. 

“T’ve discovered the benefits, 
the money goes to people in 
need,” Schroth said. “It is a good 
cause worth working for.” 

The March of Dimes initially 
was founded to combat polio and 
since has focused on eradicating 
birth defects, Vincent said. 

Vincent, production director 
for KNTF 93.5 in Rancho Cuca- 
monga, said he first got involved 
with the March of Dimes after 
he was afflicted with polio as a 
child. 

“I didn’t have as severe of a 
case as others had,” he said. 
“For the most part, I am able to 
live a completely normal life.” 

Vincent, who wears a brace 
on one leg as a result of the 
virus, said the March of Dimes 
assisted in his recovery. 

The theme for this year’s 
walk “The Road to Healthier 
Babies,’ Vincent said. The 
theme ties in with the March of 
Dimes new campaign to fight 
low birth weight and infant mor- 
tality. 

Walk America, which started 
in 1970 in Colombus, Ohio, as a 
youth event, since has expanded 
to become a nationwide fund- 
raiser for the charity. 

Aside from helping battle 
birth defects, March of Dimes 
has been active in helping to 
educate the public on proper pre- 
natal care, said Chuck Buquet, 
Inland Counties steering com- 
mittee chairman.

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A fond remembrance of reporter Jack

The police scanner was always’ blar- 
ing and beeping in the Burson family 


den. 


For 37 years, Jack Burson’s life in- 
volved paying close attention to the 
shootings, murders, kidnappings, rob- 
beries and other crimes occurring in the 
valley. He was a fixture in the Progress 
Bulletin’s newsroom, where he served 
as its police and courts reporter for 


more than half his life. 


“We knew every day what was going 
on everywhere,” said his daughter, Su- 


san Jerome, 28. 


Burson’s scanner fell silent last week 
when he died at age 62 after a bout 
with cancer. But his memory has not 
been silenced in the minds of many 
colleagues, police officers and Progress 


Bulletin readers. 


“He must have been the first guy to 
get up in the city,” said Capt. Jack 
Blair, the Pomona Police Department’s 


acting chief. 


Every day about 5 a.m., Burson left 
his Claremont home and made his 
rounds. He stopped at the Claremont, 
La Verne and Pomona 
police stations and checked the police 
logs. There, he found out what the 
miscreants had been up to overnight. 

He asked the officers and detectives 
for information, and within hours the 
news was on the streets in the after-

noon edition. 


Most of his career, he was at the 
scene of the crimes seeing for himself 
what was happening and getting first- 
hand accounts from police officers and 


witnesses. 


“Many times we would get calls at 
home at night and we’d hop in our little 
car,’ said his wife, Nancy. “He’d take 
photographs as well as get the news 
information. He’d take pictures of the 


body. He’d be right in there.” 


At many events, including murders, 
police officers allowed Burson to see 
what other reporters could not. Police 
let him right into the crime scenes, 
where he could see the evidence for 





himself. Investigators usually keep re- 


porters at a distance. 


“Jack had built up such a respect as 
far as our department, he was privi- 
leged to the inner circle. He could go in 


to see things,” Blair said.

Over the years he covered hundreds 
of crimes from beginning to end. He 
was first at the crime scene and later 
sat in court covering the trial. 

Perhaps the most famous case he 
covered was the brutal slayings by 
Kevin Cooper in Chino Hills in 1983. 
He covered it from the beginning, at 
one point riding his own horse with 
authorities as they searched for the 


killer. 


“We saw him on TV,” said his other 
daughter, Kathleen Burson, 27. 

Throughout his career, Burson was 
known for his accuracy. He never sensa- 
tionalized a story and never believed in 
bothering the family members of crime 


After serving in the Army at the 
close of World War II, Burson planned 
to become a lawyer. After studying law 
for a year, an aunt paid for him to take 
an aptitude test. The results showed he 
was best suited for newspaper work. 

“She always kind of wanted him to 
be a newspaper man,” Nancy said. 

He studied the craft at Northwestern 
University, and after getting married 
in 1951 joined the City News Bureau of 
Chicago. There, of course, he was a 
police reporter. He earned $17 a week. 

A year later, he and Nancy packed 
up their belongings and drove to Cali- 
fornia. They moved to Redondo Beach, 
where his parents had arrived earlier. 

“We actually came out without a 
job,” Nancy said. “I spent all day 
typing letters (to newspapers) and the 
Progress Bulletin was the one that 
responded. Jack had an interview and

At first Burson was a sports reporter, 
but quickly moved into his niche as 
police and courts reporter.

Alaskan artist’s story published

Sydney Laurence recreated 
the rugged beauty of the Alas- 
kan landscape on canvas. And 
Cyrus Peter Francisco captured 
a piece of the colorful life of the 
adventurous artist on paper. 

Francisco, Laurence’s only ap- 
prentice, secretary and biogra- 
pher, wrote about how the artist 
lost all his gold in a shipwreck, 
washed ashore, almost froze to 
death and was nursed to health 
by Indians. 

Despite being told his legs 
would have to be amputated, 
Laurence refused and walked 
again. He later was cajoled into 
accepting a grubstake by similar 
adventurers in a Valdez, Alas- 
ka, saloon. He used it to travel 
into the wilderness to paint 
North America’s tallest moun- 
tain, Mt. McKinley, all 20,320 
feet of it. 

But the manuscript written 
by Francisco in 1932 was known 
to only a few Alaskans and to 
some of Laurence’s fans. Ex- 
cerpts were used in two books 
about the author. His family 
knew nothing of the work until 
recently. 

Now Lynn Francisco Casella 
of Upland has published the 
biographical story depicting 
some of the colorful tales of 
Laurence’s life. Her mother, 
Barbara, gave her a small inher- 
itance of hers to cover the costs. 

The celebration of a man who 
confronted the pristine Alaskan 
wilderness in order to preserve 
some of it on canvas is the 
subject of the first-time pub- 
lished manuscript “The Man 
and The Mountain: Sydney 
Laurence’s Mt. McKinley 
(1990).” 


For Casella and her family, 
however, it’s more than a book 
about a magnificent artist. It’s a 
chance to have Francisco’s work 
published under his name. 

“It’s been 58 years and we felt 
that my father should finally get 
credit for his work after other 
people had borrowed from it. We 
wanted to set the record 
straight,”’ Casella said while sit- 
ting in her north Upland home. 
“He always talked about Laur- 
ence and we knew he knew him 
but we never knew anything 
about this manuscript.” 

The family learned about the 
existence of the manuscript from 
Alaskan Public Television per- 
sonnel who were preparing a 
documentary about the artist in 
observance of the 50th anniver- 
sary of Laurence’s death. Sta- 
tion researcher Sue Burrus 
proved that Francisco’s manu- 
script, found in the belongings of 
the late Jeanne Laurence in 
1980, was the original biograph- 
ical text other authors had used. 
The station contacted Casella’s 
brother, Kent, about the work. 
He passed on the information to 
his mother who in turn told 
Casella. Casella, the eldest of 
Francisco’s three children, de- 
cided something had to be done. 

“It’s a small work, only four 
chapters long, 48 pages plus the 
cover. But it’s well-written and 
fascinating to read. My father 
enjoyed writing. He was an ad- 
venturer in his own way until 
he met my mother and had 
three children. He moved from 
one thing to the next, always 
looking for a challenge.” 

His resume depicts a man full 
of life, with an interest in a bit 
of everything. Francisco went to 
Rutgers College with football 
player/entertainer Paul Robe- 


son. His jobs included that of a 
life guard, draftsman, civil engi- 
neer, Laurence’s secretary and 
student, and writer. 

“My father’s forte was the 
written word although he never 
saw anything of his published. 
It’s so important that children 
talk to their parents and grand- 
parents, listen and record 
things. Their stories will be 
gone, just like this manuscript 
was nearly lost, if we don’t take 
steps to preserve them. 

“My father probably would be 
thrilled that his work got credit. 
So often when you die all you 
leave is your children. My father 
loved all of us and was very 
proud of his children. We’re very 
proud of him,” Casella said. 

“With Laurence, my father 
was more the listener and biog- 
rapher as he told his tale. My 
father never went to Alaska but 
he captured the colorful stories 
of a portion of Laurence’s life 
there on paper. The book is 
about Alaskan history. It’s not 
dry. I would hope that my fath- 
er’s work would become a staple 
for reading about our northern 
state,” she said. 

In addition to individual 
sales, the book also will be sold 
in conjunction with the six-mu- 
seum tour of more than 100 of 
Laurence’s paintings of the 
Alaskan frontier depicting trap- 
pers’ cabins and caches and 
rocky coasts.

As Southern California cities 
go, Pomona has a reputation 
that even Rodney Dangerfield 
could relate to. 

Tell people in Orange County 
or Los Angeles that you live in 
this city of 120,000 people and 
they, wrinkle their noses, quietly 
excuse themselves or ask if you 
wear gas masks to work. 

But is the city’s reputation an 
accurate portrayal of what it’s 
really like to live here? 

Some people in Pomona say 


no. 

People living in the Phillips 
Ranch area talk of their hills 
and the breezes that blow the 
smog away. 

Teresa Outzen, a family day- 
care provider who has lived in 
the city for the last 18 months, 
said she believes the city has 
potential. “I think they could do 
more to make it look pretty. It 
seems so dumpy.” 

Outzen said she moved to Po- 
mona because the housing was 
more affordable. However, she 
said she wouldn’t trust the 
schools with her daughter when 
she becomes old enough to at- 
tend. “I will go to a private 
school before I put her into 
school here.” 

Pomona schools are another 
argument put forth by those 
who sneer at the city. Gang 
problems and overcrowding fre- 
quently are mentioned. 

Currently, there are 32 
schools in the Pomona Unified 
School District for 26,417 stu- 
dents. By contract, classes are

“Transients used to sleep 
out in the streets. 

“But it’s all been cleaned up 
now,” the business owner said. 
“In the last 10 years, this area 
has been growing.’ 

Indeed, the area has improved 
and Hickman has progressed 
right along with it. From rent- 
ing a 1,000 square-foot shop he 
now owns a 4,000 square-foot 
antique store on Second Street. 

Aptly, the street is known as 
Pomona’s “Antique District.” 

He is an example of the city’s 
wish to attract and retain busi-

“Pomona has many assets,” 
said Mayor Donna Smith. “One 
is its geographic location, anoth- 


er is freeway access, also its , 


diverse ethnicity.” 

More than half the population 
is white — 63 percent; 30 per- 
cent are Hispanic; 18 percent 
black; and almost 3 percent are 
Asian. The balance fall into the 
“other” category. 

Smith said Pomona still has 
the charm of a small town com- 
bined with the challenges of a 
major city. 

In 1987 the estimated average 
household income was almost 
$29,000.

Genco, 73, said at first they 
used a room at the Diamond Bar 
YMCA. But they only had it for 
a few hours a day, from 10:30 
a.m to 3:30 p.m., and he said a 
lot of time was wasted putting 
up the tables and chairs and 
taking them down again.

Bar became a city last year a 
group was formed to find a new 
home for Diamond Bar seniors.
